Wistaria In 
Full Swing 

Chilly Opening Followed by 
Week of Most Perfect 
Weather 

Fine Arrangement and Splen¬ 
did Cooperation Are 
Notable Features 


Perfect Easter weather has pre¬ 
vailed all week for the Wistaria 
Festival after the event was 
ushered in on Saturday with 
snow, hail and rain. Opening day 
dawned auspiciously. But the 
sunshine did not last long. And 
just as the visiting city officials 
and press people were being 
treated to their luncheon under 
the vine, the lowering clouds re¬ 
leased a miniature March bliz¬ 
zard.

It is fortunate the fete 
was planned for three weeks. 

Early visitors to the Wistaria 
have been unanimous in their 
praise of the changed arrange¬ 
ments. The long marquee on 
Carter Avenue gives a gay and 
colorful approach to the vine. 
Having but the one, entrance fa- 
• iiitates the handling of traffic 
to and from the auto park and 
within the grounds. Concentra¬ 
tion of the commercial features 
and accommodation booths in the 
marquee is also more effective 
and inviting. 

Campfire Girls provided a 
unique ceremony on Sunday, 
which was greatly appreciated by 
those assembled. The visitors in¬ 
cluded many Campfire girls and 
tlieir parents from Pasadena, Los 
Angeles and elsewhere. 

Mrs. Florence Eakman of Si¬ 
ena Madre, a former Campfire 
guardian, was responsible for the 
event, and was the composer of 
the ceremonial used. She had the 
cordial cooperation of Lillian 
Steven Luke, executive head of 
the Long Beach Campfire, who 
brought 24 of her girls and their 
leaders from Long Beach.

These 
are given out by the hostesses 
and guides to answer the ques¬ 
tions most frequently asked. 

Over on the auto park the Vol¬ 
unteer Firemen have things well 
organized and there is always an 
efficient staff of workers. The 
substantial way in which visitors 
appreciate their services is going 
to find an outlet in the purchase 
of the resuscitation machine which 
the firemen have wanted to add 
to their equipment for a long 
time. 

Many people have been taking 
advantage of the fete for the 
easy entertaining of friends. The 
delicious luncheons and teas 
served have proven most attrac¬ 
tive.
